The recent agitation among the tenants in 
Ireland to secure a reduction of the rents ex- 
acted by the landlords has spread even to thi 
side of the Atlantic, and has created not a lit 
tle excitément among natives of the **‘Emer 


ald Isle’? who have adopted America as thei 


permanent home. 

The failure of the crops generally through 
out Ireland, and especially in the westcra 
part of that fertile island, by reason of an un 
prececented wet season, renders the payment 
of rent. in many instances, an impossibility. 
In addition, the crop failure has already 
caused a great amount ofsuffering among the 
poorer classes of tenants, while still greater 
suffering, if not an actual famine, is appre- 
bended in the future unless mutual 
aid is rendered the starving tenantry. 

PROM AMERICA, 

It is perfectly natural for the uafortunate 
farmers of Ireland to look to America for suc- 
cor vend aid in this, their hour of distress, as 
adarge portion of tbe Irishmen who left) the 
old country have settled and prospered fn the 
United States. : 

The history of the present suffering of the 
farming community of Ireland brings: vividly 
before the Irish Americans the. horrors of 
the famine of 1846 through which many 
who now hve in America, were obliged to 
pass whiie still citizens of Ireland. In view 
of this fact it is highly probab!te that the 
Irish Americans throughout this ‘land will 
venerously assist their suffering people still 
in Ireland. 

Meetings have already been heid in all 
the principal cities, at which money 
aud provisions were received and sent to Ire- 
land. This was notabiy the case in Chicago 
and Cincinnati. At the latter citv a large sum 
of money was raised, anda special ship was 
chartered to convey the provisious to L[reland, 
Where they were to be distributed by a relief 
conunittee in Cork.

Mr. Foy was in Ireland during the famine 
that occurred in that country in i8ti. He 
witnessed a great deal of suffering. The iim- 
mediate cause of.that trouble was a failure of 
the potato crop. Even while many people 
were actually starving to death, the landlords 
demanded the rent, and in many instances 
secured the crop, and exported it to other 
countries. 

During the famine, and immediately after 
its close, a large number of Irishmen left the 
country, ‘the poorer classes, going to Ene- 
iand and Scotland, while only those who had 
a little money ahead could secure & passage 
to America. | 

The population of Ireland, as he remem- 
bered it, Was something over 8,000,000 before 
the famine, while now, notwithstanding 
the natural increase, the population Was not 
much over 6,000,000 people. 

és SHERIFF JOUN FINN 
understood the ojiect of the mass-ineeting 
and the movement in this country to be to 
raise funds and provisions to be distributed tn 
the western part of Ireland, or any other part 
of the island where the people are destitute 
and starving. 

Ife thought that, owing to. the failure of the 
entire crop the present vear, there was great 
suffering among the people of Ireland, and 
Was of the opinion that it was proper to take 
some steps to relieve them at once.

tion is taken. An order is given on some 
eeneral store for such an amount of provis- 
ions, if food is required, orifit be shoes or 
clothing, then an order for the cheapest arti- 
cles in the desired line is. issued to some shoe 
or clothing store where the customer will 
he honestly treated. Only the coarsest staple 
articles of life are issued, and every cent 
ismiade to do good and effective service. The 
majority of applicants are women and chil- 
dren, or aged men representing families, and 
all are entitled to relief every fortnight. Of- 
ficers are required to report all cases of desti- 
tution found in their precincts, and if there is 
any sickness the city physicianis summoned 
without delay. Great care is also taken that 
none of the recipients of the poor fund are 
receiving aid from other sources, and a care- 
ful canvass demonstrates that there are but 
few impostors among the host of destitute.

How the Trade in Oysters Com- 
mwenced in St. Louis. 


The Epicurean Fish Sold at $1. 50° a Dozen in 
1848—Varieties of the Ovyster—Canned 
Shellfish—Old Oyster Houses. 


Oysters will soon be an important item im 
the mercantile line, 2nd the lovers ‘of the mae 
tives are anxiously waiting the coming of Jack 
Frost so thatthey can indulge their fondness 
for the popular shellfish. It can scarcely be 
ealled the rich man’s viand any longer, for the 
advances in the culture and the active compe- 
tition of all kinds have put it within the 


mens of almost every ome. Dur- 
ing: his rambles a Post-DISPATCH re- 


porter came across a gentleman who has been 
engaged inthe oyster trattic for thirty-four 
vears—ever since 1846, in fact, when oysters 
became an item of trade in St. Louis. Of the 
thirty-four years twenty-seven were passed in 
his present locality on Third street. He fur- 
nished some data, which will make interest- 
ing reading: 
THE FIRST OYSTERS 

used in St. Louis were the Gulf oysters, and 
were shippedin the shell from Mobile and 
New Orleans. Whenthe New York oysters 
commenced coming here, however, they were 
so mueh more esteemed that they took the 
market at double prices. It should be stated 
that cultivation has greatly improved the Mo- 
bile oysters since that time, and they have 
their lovers in abundance. The original cost 
of Gulf oysters was from $35 to $5 a barrel 
and from 25 cents to 40 cents a dozen. 

The: first canned oysters were re- 
ceived from the East by a dealer named 
Simons, this being In 184s, Previous 
to this, however, inthe same vear the well 
known grocery firm of Greeley & Gale receiy- 
ed a shipment of oysters intheshell. These 
came from New York by Lockport and via 
canal most of the way to Peoria. There was 
quite apy excitement over the event amongst 
local epicures, and the delicious natives were 
in great demand at $150 per dozen. Mr. 
Greeley often pleasantly alludes to this cir- 
cumstunce as in comparison with the low 
prices at Which oysters can be precured at 
present. The canned oysters continued to 
come in- quantities, and were excellent in 
flavor and quality. These shipments were 
made from Wheeling by stage to Cincinnati, 
thence to st. Louis by boat, doubling Cairo. 
‘Lhe oysters brought.92 25 per can, the size of 
Which was tbe same as those now selling for 
ol cents. 

In connection with the oyster trade, there 
were several historical houses whose existence 
will be pleasantly recalled by a number 
of our oldcitizens. Of these 

TIME-HONORED PLACES 

the most famous were the old ‘*Capitol,’’ 
kept by J. T. Hart on Chestnut street, after- 
wards on Olive; Thony’s; Michael Moor’s 
‘*Fountain of Roses,” and the **Queen Vie’’ 
restaurant on Third, between Vine amd Wash- 
ington avenue, afterwards on Second and 
Vine. Nota few of the readers of this articie 
Will reeall the handsome, stately Ltalian wo- 
man who presided over the fortunes of **The 
Queen.’* She acquired a large estate fromthe 
sule of oysters. Sho commenced: on Moltle 
Oysters in IS44, and died in 1s55 or 1854. 

The oyster business continued steadily good 
untila few years azo, when the conypectition 
hetween Eastern dealers and the increased fa- 
cilities for transportation miade_ oysters, 
almost as cheap in St. Louis as they can be 
procured in any of the famous resorts of New 


York, Philadelphia or baltimore. (Cvsters 
have been very low for the last two-or three 
years, and as an example of the increase 


of the trade it is 1» matter of fact that more 
ovsters are now sold during the month of De- 
cember thanthere were during tile entire 
twelve months ten years ago. 

THE GRADES OF OYSTERS 
and the qualities are very numerous, and 
tustes vary accordingly. A general observa- 
tion would lead to the inference that for tla- » 
yor the most favored are the Baltimore better 
vriudes, then the Sound or New York oysters 
and then the Philadelphia oysters. The 
cove oysters have ife@htheir mission appar- 
ently and are no longer popular—to say noth- 
ing of their having deteriorated greatly in size 
and quality. 

The Baltimore or Chesapeake oysters are 
known merely as mediums or selects, the fla- 
vor is uniform, the difference being in the 
size. They reach a goodly state in all re- : 
spects, and have the spicy” salt flavor 
so esteemed in tiie native. It takes 
three yerirs to get the ovster in shane: for the 
table, 

The New York or Sound oysters are vari- 
ously graded. Inregard to ‘*Saddlerveks,’’ 
that fumous bed was exhausted years ago. 
‘Those passing under the name, however. fill 
the bill, and are selected on account of extraor- 
dinary size. These make the best class of 
‘fraw.’? The **sShrewsburv”? is a medium- 
sized ovster, a little tough—the oyster shrink- 
ing when opened; it is yeilowish in color, 
and is little used for raws, but makes an ex- 
cellent stew. The **Cherry-stone’’ is a great 


favorite; it is not.asmall oyster, as the name 
would indicate, but gets its cognomen from 
the plump, round manner in which the meat 


fills the spacious shell. ‘The ** Blue Point’? is 
a sinall oyster, and is excellent mm all uses. 
For fries, large oysters of any grade are used, 
With the possible exception of **shrewsbury.” 


The New York **Counts,’’ so rauch used in 
this -city, although deserving all the 
titles of nobility, are so qoliel on «- 
count of the oysters being counted == so 


many to the measure, being carefully selected 
for size and quality. 

It is a singular fact that while New Yorkers 
but seldom eat oysters wn Philadelphia, one 
from the latter town cannot be. prevailed 
upon to indulve his appetite in that line Ith 
(;otham. To incur the lasting dislike of one 
from the city of bricks, you have but to dis- 
parace or villify the ADsecom salts, Cape May 
salts ortue Merrixs coves. ‘The latter are a 
fresh ovster, most carefully cultured and fed. 
They are large. juicy and fatas a piece of 
pork, and the Quaker loves to devour them in 
their raw state. ‘The Gothamite contends, 
however, that they are flavoriess. The Cape 
Mav and Absecom oysters are, however, tnost 
palatable in all shapes. 

It is something singular that 
Pacific Coast, witb all its 
ness of produce, frame, fish, ete., is 
supplied from its own shores with 
qs ality of. the delicious shellfish. Indeed 
San Francisco has to send to Oregon for the 
small copperv specimeus, Which resemble the 
english and French ovsters. New York ovs- 
ters are shipped across the continent in epor- 
ious quantities add bring very barge prices. 
Latterly the trace bas spread another arm 
across ‘he Atlantic, and is supplying the Brit- 
ons and Gauls with millions of American 
oysters. 

It will thus be seen that the oyster interests 
have advanced withthe progress of the cen- 
tury, and there is noprophesvying what the 
future will bring forth.

The business of buying and selling ores ina 
camp like this, when the outpit of the miners 
isso immense and the value of dollars so 


yreat. has been reduced to a_ science, and is 
by no means, a8 many have supposed, de- 


pendent upon the fair dealing and honesty 
of the mill men, who generally are 
the purchasers. The large mining cor- 
porations and wealthy individual 


owners of productive properties have their 
well their own scales at 
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unavoidable light waste in 


te mage 
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the mines. So far as practicable similar ores 
from the different pay strexks are piled to- 


wether for shipment. under the distinguishing 


titles of hard carbonates, iron, dark sand, gravy 
sand, and many other varieties of ore. ‘The 
assayer makes frequent assays for the purpose 
of keeping a general knowledge of these sepa- 
rate kinds of ore, vet such assays are not the 
basis upon which sales are made, owing tothe 
fuct that such samples may be either too bich 
or too low forthe bulk of such lots, and the 
correct sampling must be arrive: st hy the 
process: customary at the samplinys works of 
reserving sO many pounds at reculer inter- 
vals out of a given weight of ore as it is be- 
ing crushed.
